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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue (page 17, 1st paragraph) that Rhoads does not teach "supplying an asset list over a network to a user device"; however, 
the examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicants argue that identifying the last several selections refer to a single asset, this assertion is 
clearly wrong since several means more than one (Col. 9, lines 7-9). Also, applicants argue that "it is clear that a single asset, such as a 
song, is identified by the memory"; the examiner believes this is also wrong since Rhoads discloses "the memory includes a data structure 
that serves as a look up table, matching code numbers to artist names and song titles" (Col. 9, lines 18-20), this also refers to more than 
one selection. The applicants, also, argue that a personal music library cannot meet the limitation of "supplying an asset list to the user 
device" because the library is maintained by the user (Col. 8, lines 50-65); the examiner disagrees and furthermore cannot find this 
limitation in the claims. Applicants argue (page 17, 2nd paragraph) that Rhoads discloses a single asset or object, nevertheless Rhoads 
clearly teaches an on line catalog (Col. 25, line 50 to Col. 26, line 7). Applicants argue the same on the following pages (18-21); please 
refer to the discussion above.
